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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because The arguments presented by the applicant are 
not persuasive. The applicant argued the cited prior arts of record fails to teach and/or suggest a wireless notification request and 
transferring the print job status over a wireless link to a wireless receiver that is different from the Initiating device. Sperry teaches a 
printer driver for inputting notification request to be sent back to the users (fig. 6) from the printer via email. Lamming teaches an 
example of an image forming device communicates with a mobile device such as PDA via wireless network. It is well known in the art 
that PDA contains email software for receiving and sending email messages. In other words, status notification (via email) as taught by 
Sperry can be sent to the user's PDA from the printer device via a wireless network.
